Incipit: Godefroid de Fontaines (born in Condé, 1155; bishop of Cambrai from 1220 until his death in 1238), under 
whose jurisdiction the city of Mechelin fell, grants statutes and regulations to the Brothers (!) and Sisters of the 
hospital established by Walterus Bertoldus, with regulations for their entrance into the order, for their sleeping and 
eating, for various punishments incurred; he establishes regulations for admitting the poor, for their paying for their 


stay when possible, for pregnant women and their babies; for the ongoing life and death of the Brothers and Sisters 
in the hospital. 
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
